taoe, expansive furohoad, dnrk liuir and 
wearB n aioustnche.

he stilted Hint ho IniU delivered an out- 
door oration on July 4th and Hint his 
voice was somc,whnt broken by the strain 
to whioh it had been subjected, but ns he 
proceeded there wns but little evidence 
that his vocal organs had been all'ec.ted 
by an out-dour delivery.
